jountries through reciprocity treaties. The Senate 
iiaiiih only, has official posver about treaties, and 
the sentiment there was shown last winter by its 
telusal to approve the treaties presented for consid- 
eration. 
Mr. McKmley had committed himself to 


the policy and Roosevelt in carrying out his poli- 
.•ies i-, exoected to usge reciprocity in his message. 
but li'- will have no little opposition to contend 
with. 
Senator Aldrich one of the Senate leaders 


.ailed oa the President the other day, and he ex- 
pressed hiiuielf a^ unalterably opposed Co the ratifi- 
tation of the treaties. He does uot believe in taritt 
Legislation by wav of the State department, aud he 


Ls by no means alone in that view. It seems to be 
the general belief that the treaties renewed by the 
State department will not be latitied even if recom- 
mended by the President. 


It is sasy to see why 
Most, if not all oi them 


admit free ot duty some article produced in the 
United States. One treaty affects one section, an- 
other; hurts another, so the Senators from these sec- 
tions will unite to defeat them all. All through 
Congress will be found a ieelmg to leave such mat- 
ters to Ihe legislative department. 


Duties in a Republican tariff are placed, obten- 


5ibl> at least, for the protection oi borue domestic 
industry. So speaking Irom a Republican stand- 
point, to remove an> duty i-> to re-move protection 
front some industry.

would any reciprocity scheme 
It appears as if the 


revision of the tanli, :iiid the adjustment of the na- 
tion's trade must l.c lett to tl>e Democratic party. 
There is already enough opposition to reciprocity 
to make it apparent that it cannot be brought into 
operation. It is certain that representative Repub- 
licans in Congress will not support any plan toi 
lowering tariff duties 
The party would not stand 


that. So there you are. 


The Republican partv started the upward tariff 


movement and cannot check it
